‘GASOLINE PRICES 


The New York Herald, investi- 
gating the price of gasoline, finds 
that it retails at the same time 
for 19 cents a gallon in Detroit, 
20 cents in Chicago, 21 cents in|* 
New Orleans, 25 or 26 cents in 
Cleveland and 27 cents in New 


York. 
Just why there should be this 
great discrepancy, particularly 
between Chicago and New York 
rates, nobody seems to know, ex- 
sept possibly the oil men—and 
they won’t tell. Even on the hy- 
nothesis that all the gasoline is 
produced in or near Chicago, it 
zertainly doesn’t cost seven cents 
a gallon to ship it to New York 
As a matter of fact, there are 
‘arge refineries very near New 
York City. And much of the 
sasoline which Detroits | buys 
several cents cheaper than Cleve- 
‘and is shipped from Cleveland 
-efineries. 

Until recently the price of gaso- 
‘me in Richmond, where it_ is 


-‘uanufactured, has been a cent 


higher than in Oakland and Sav 
Francisco. Not even the mann- 
facturers have been able to ex- 
plain -this difference, but the 
presumption is that they were 
able to get the money, and took 
it. 

The only sure thing about such 
mysteries of trade is that manu- 
facturer, middleman and retailer 
tacitly conspire to charge -all the 
traffic will bear.. And the pre- 
sumption is that gasoline costs 
more in New York City for the 
same reason that everything else 
costs more there—because New 
Yorkers expect to pay exorbitant 
prices, and stand for them, and 
even take pride in their grievous 
sost of living.
